J. Hamrick, Eli Roberts and M. N. Hamrick were 
appointed to consider the matter and report to this 
Bodv this afternoon. 


The committee on Education reported as follows: 

We are glad to see a marked increase in educational interest 
among the Baptists for the past several years. The importance of 
training and developing the mental faculties is clearly manifested to 
us as a denomination. “Knowledge is power.” Nothing adds more 
to the strength of any organization than to have its constituency 
i ully cultivated mentally, and there is still much improvement 
needed with us as Baptists in this line. We cannot emphasize, too 
strongly, the importance of ministerial education, and it is our duty 
as a denomination to see to it that every brother, whom God has 
called to the work of the ministry, has all possible advantages of a 
literary training. An educated ministry makes an educated people, 
and we sincerely hope the time is not far hence when we will add 

I H greatly to the improvements already made in accomplishing this 
grand and glorious work. Wake Forest College is unsurpassed b\ 
any instit ution in the South for the training of young men. We 
highly appreciate the grand and noble work she has done in tlib 
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Committee.

The following report on Ministerial Support was 
read by Bro A. E. Bettis, viz : 

Your committee would beg leave to report that we have in the 
King’s Mountain Association, thirty-one churches, numbering 4,G27 
members and we find that they paid to pastors last year $4,371.25, or 
an average of 941 cents per member. Now this, at a glance, would 
seem to be a pretty fair average. But leaving out three churches, 
numbering 729 members who pay to their pastors §2,400, we readily 
see that the remaining twenty-eight churches, numbering 3,898 
members are paying to their pastors only §1,971.25, or an average of 
50 cents per member. Now we think the pastors who supply the 
three churches above mentioned are very liberally paid for their 
services, while the pastors who supply the odier twenty-eight 
churches on an average are very poorly paid. We would recommend 
that something be done to arouse the sleeping members to a full 
sense of their duty on this subject, remembering that “the liberal 
soul shall be made fat” and that “the laborer is worthy of his hire.”
